Throughout the reci sean 
was reserve and seriousness. . The 
— were evidently intent:on do 
ng justice to’ the notes before them 
in a dignified manner and succeeded. 
But they did not succeed in reach- 
ing any emotional heights or depths 
or in lifting the auditor away from 
material. things. 

Individually, the first violinist 
seemed to have a negative, slightly 
dry and feathery. tone;. which .may 
have been caused by something in 
the bow hair or rosin or atmosphere, 
though no other player seemed af- 
fected similarly: he ’cellist’s tone 
went to the other extreme of nasal 
and jerky strokes. There was a dis- 
tinct cleavage between these two ex- 
tremes in the score and the middle 
parts of the-second violin and viola, 
which naturally was fatal to a per- 
fect ensemble. In the matter of in- 
tonation,. the quartet never reached 
that perfection of, being ‘‘dead in 
tune” which string players know so 
well,. which transcends mere mathe- 
matical and acoustical measurement 
and which gives a quartet so silky 
and golden a tone. 

The best moments of the evening 

came in the ‘‘Andante. Cantabile’’ 
movements in both the quartets in 
D minor and D major. ere there 
was a suppleness and lightness and 
yielding gentleness of spirit which 
caught the composers’ intentions.

But it is not over quickly,’ 
for while the ducks are being shot 
jon one’ end of the big preserve they 
are being ‘baited ‘and tamed at’ the 
other end,. so that it is a. continuous 
process all through the ‘three ‘and a 
half months of open seagon on these 
unfortunate birds.
